The 
breeze then was only four miles an 
hour. 


RACE IS OFF.

COLUMBIA MILE IN LEAD. 


New York, Oct. 19.—Asbury Park 


at 3:40 said both yachts had caught 
quite a little breeze. From there it 
seemed that the Columbia was con- 
siderable over a mile in the lead. 


New York, Oct. 19.—There was a 


cloudless blue sky over the bay at 
7 o'clock this morning and a light, 
but steady northwest breeze was 
blowing. The Long Island and Jer- 
sey shores of the upper bay were 
slightly covered with haze, but the 
indications at that time were that 
the day would be clear and cool, 
with light to fresh north to north- 
westerly winds. 


The early morning arrivals of the 


"yachting crowd" were very few in 
number and decidedly lacking in en- 
thusiasm, in particularly those who 
straggled toward the Black Bird, 
though many good wishes were ex- 
pressed on all sides for Sir Thomas 
Llpton and his emerald yacht, the 
Shamrock. 


The Black Bird left the battery 


shortly before 8 o'clock. 
Among 


those on board were Messrs. Abner 
McKinley, Jesse Colllugs, M. P., 
James Craig, Wm. Love, Wm. Mur- 
ray, Wm. Gibson, Edward A. Sum- 
ner, E. Scott Watson, Chas. A. Melt- 
zer and Paul Watterlow, Miss Bond, 
Mrs. Ronald Sturat, Judge Littler, 
Q. C., and John Platt. 


The sea, off Sandy Hook, during 


the early part of the morning, was 
smooth, but a few white caps be- 
gan to fleck the waves as the day 
wore on, still further raising the 
hopes of those ashore and afloat who 
were anticipating a breezy race be- 
tween the rival yachts. 


CHEWS UP EARLY. 


On board the Columbia and the 


Shamrock the crews were up and do- 
ing with the sun. 


By 8 a. m. the Shamrock had been 


taken in tow by tug James A. Law- 
rence and was heading for the point 


alongside of her and passing a line, 
they started out for the lightship. 
As she left her moorings her crew 
began sett'-g her mainsail. 
The 


wind at the Highlands at this hour 
was blowing from the northwest, 
velocity about ten or twelve knots. 
To a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press, who saw Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton on board the Erin at 7:30 a. m., 
the owner of the Shamrock said the 
wind appeared to be a dying wind. 
He added that he hardly dared to 
hope there would be wind enough to 
permit of a finish race today., 


COLUMBIA GOES OUT. 


The Columbia got her mainsail set 


to the satisfaction of those on board 
in a short time and passed outside 
the Hook, still in tow of her tug, 
with the -Shamrock running, out un- 
der her own sail, about three miles 
ahead. 
When well outside the 


Shamrock seemed to get a breeze 
more from the north and there did 
not seem to be as much of it as 
there was well in shore. The green 
boat, therefore, made rather slow 
progress in running out to the light- 
ship and at 9:15 had not reached 
Scotland Light. 


The Shamrock passed out the end 


of the Hook under racing sails at 
8:50. 


The Columbia was headed well to 


the windward until her mainsail 
was fully set, which was accomp- 
lished shortly before 9 o'clock. 


New York, Oct. 19.—The two 


yachts arrived at the lightship about 
10 o'clock, the Shamrock getting 
there a few minutes ahead of the Co* 
lumbia, then running off half a mile 
to the southward.

lay a little to the southward of the 
Shamrock and the tenders of the 
yachts were near at hand. 


One or two ocean liners coming 


down the bay early in the morning, 
saluted the yachts as they passed 
out to sea, while all around the 
waters hovered the usual flock of 
fishermen, skimming about in a 
lively manner under the freshening 
breeze. 


According to the rules, the yachts 


today were set down for a fifteen 
mile run or boat from Sandy Hook 
Jghtship and return, and early this 
morning the conditions indicated 
that the yachts would go before the 
wind In a southeasterly direction, 
with a beat back, total distance of 
thirty miles. 


This course would mean running 


straight out to sea, away from either 
shore, and with no chance of fluke 
winds off the Jersey or Long Island 
shores. 


The Shamrock made a run toward 


Atlantic Highlands, then, coming 
about, stood up in the main ship 
channel near the southwest spit 
Before reaching it, however, she 
gybed around and stood down again 
toward the Columbia at anchor. Her 
increased ballast seemed to make 
her stand up very well and she 
heeled little to the frequent puffs of 
Wind that came from off the shore. 


At 8:58 tfeo Shamrock, having run 


down almost to her moorings, swung 
arouftd and breaking out her stay 
•all and baby Jib topoail stood out 


around to the wind and at 10:03 be- 
gan setting her club top sail. The 
wind, which in shore was strong and 
puffy, seemed to increase near the 
lightship, so that the Columbia's top 
sail flapped and slatted quite lively 
before it was fully set in position. 


By 10 o'clock the Erin had her 


guests on board and had started out, 
while up the swash channel the ex- 
cursion fleet was also heading out 
for the start. 


The revenue cutters were early on 


hand and nearly all had reached the 
lightship soon after 10 o'clock. The 
Shamrock's club top sail appeared to 
be one of the smaller ones, while the 
Columbia's was also rather under the 
size which she has set in days when 
the wind was light, indicating that 
>oth boats anticipated more wind 
before afternoon. 


Those watching the two boats 


could not see that the Shamrock 


up on the Columbia's weather and 
both boats went over the line with 
booms to port. The Shamrock broke 
out her balloon jib as she crossed, but 
the Columbia did not set her's until 
a minute or two later. Ft<r some five 
minutes after the start the boats had 
a little luffing match which prevent- 
ed them from settling their spin- 
nakers, but the Shamrock did not 
seem to be able to get by the Colum- 
bia. 


At 11:07 the Columbia had a 


lead of about 100 yards. Both 
boats 
were sailing 
along 
with 


mainsails, club topsails and b 'loon 
jibs. 


The first two miles of the course 


were sailed in quick time, the lioats 
covering the distance in about ten 
minutes. 
The Columbia kept pul'- 


ing gradually away fron the Sham- 
rock. 


Twenty minutes after the start the 


yachts had sailed nearly four miles 
of the course and the Columbia had 
still the leading position. 
The Co- 


lumbia appeared to gain slightly on 
the Shamrock, but did not increase 
her lead materially. 
The boats ran 


along with balloon jibs set and hnd 
a short luffing match instead of keep- 
ing directly before the wind.

MOVING ON THE REBELS.

one company of cavalry and Captain 
Batson's Maccabebee scouts. 


The third cavalry is equipping at 


San Fernado to join the expedition. 


Heavy rains, the first in weeks,

Mrs. Robertson 
went for a physician, but when one 
arrived twenty minutes later Robert- 
son was dead. The coroner's jury re- 
turned a verdict of suicide by poison- 
ing. 
Robertson was 68 years old. 


His wife is nearly 80 years old. Thpy 
lived alone on their farm near Bax- 
ter, in this county. They had no 
children.

heavily Just before his suicide.

Henry Seton-Karr, conservative, in 


accordance with notice given yester- 
day, asked the first loid of the treas- 
ury whether the attention of the 
government had been called to cer- 
tain speeches and letteis by and ema- 
nating from the members for Kil- 
kenny and East Clare, Messrs. Pat- 
rick O'Brien and William Redmond, 
Parnellites, advocating the cause of 
the Boers, attempting to seduce Brit- 
ish soldiers, and inciting them ac- 
tively to assist the enemies of the 
queen and what action, if any the 
government proposed to take in the 
matter. 


Mr. Redmond rose quickly and said 


that, before the first lord of the treas- 
ury replied, he desired to ask him 
whether it were not a fact that he 
(M. Redmond) in suggesting a mes- 
sage of sympathy to President Kru- 
ger, had only followed the precedent 
set by her majesty's grandson, the 
German emperor. 
(Loud laughter). 


Mr. Balfour replied as follows: "I 


was not aware that the honorable 
member for East Clare framed him- 
self upon such an august model. 
(Laughter). I may point out, among 
the differences between himself and 
the emperor of Germany, that his im- 
perial majesty is not a Britisher nor 
a member of this house. I have rea- 
son to doubt the accuracy of the 
statements contained in the question. 
So far as my memory serves, support 
of a similar character has invariably 
been offered by the same quarters 
to those engaged in hostilities with 
iier majesty's government quite irre- 
spective of race, creed or theatre of 
hostilities. 
I have no ground for 


thinking that such a report was ever 
regarded as important by those to 
whom it was proffered; and I advise 
the house to take the same view 
now." (Peals of laughter). 


Mr. Chamberlain, who was loudly 


cheered on rising, began with a se- 
vere criticism of the action of the op- 
position at the previous meeting of 
parliament. The statement, he said, 
was calculated to encourage Presi- 
dent Kruger's resistance and to em- 
barrass the government in "most 
difficult and most critical functions." 
Referring to Mr. Stanhope's demand 
yesterday for the production of hi* 
(Mr. Chamberlain's) letter to Mr. 
Hawkesley, he said he would gladly 
produce this if Sir William Vernon- 
Harcourt and John Moreley, who 
were members of the South African 
committee, demanded it. 


Mr. Stanhope's criticism he charac- 


terized as "neither honest nor honor- 
able." 


The speaker, Mr W. Cout Gully, 


intervened to say that the language 
of the colonial secretary was "beyond 
parliamentary bounds." Mr. Cham- 
berlain retorted that it was impossi- 
ble adequately to describe Mr. Stan- 
hope's accusation that he (Mr. Cham- 
berlain) and Sir Alfred Milner had 
fomented war.

BOERS HAVE A BIG FORCE MASSED, 


New York, Oct. 19.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from London says: 


The latest intelligence from tha 


seat of war indicates that fighting' 
of a serious nature commences in Na- 
tal. Details are very scanty at pies- 
ent, but hostilities were evidently 
started by the Free State troops, whc 
advanced fiom Tintwa Pass and en- 
gaged the British patrols in a long- 
range artillery duel. Firing contin- 
ued for the greater part of yester- 
day, it is not known with what re- 
sult, although it is admitted that 
there are several casualties on th* 
British side. Sir George White has 
pushed up his supports and every- 
thing points to a big engagement to- 
day. 
Ladysmith has fully 3,000 


troops, and at Glencoe, on the other 
flank of the British defensive line, 
there are 4,000. 


The very risky and daring move- 


ment of the Boers is directed toward 
enveloping this line, two columns 
advancing against Ladysmith, Gen- 
eral Jourbert directing the forces in 
the neighborhood of Dundee. 


Should the attack be delivered si- 


multaneously at both places it will 
prove the Boers to have carried out 
plans 
of considerable complexity 


with a precision which might excite 
the envy of any soldiers in the world. 


Should they succeed at the same 


from Bloemfontien, capital of the 
Orange Free State, President Kru- 
ger telegraphed an account to Piesi- 
dent Steyn of the affair at Kraaipan, 
where the Boers derailed and bom- 
barded the British armored train, 
capturing Captain Nesbit and party. 
Mr. Kruger said that Nesbit and 
seven men were seriously wounded, 
that no one was killed, and that all 
the prisoners were well. 


According to the same advices, a 


Dutch farmer living in one of the 
border towns has received a letter 
from a friend in the Transvaal re- 
ferring to the Mafeking affair as 
"bad business."

London, Oct., 19.—Natal again 


claims a share .of the attention, 
which during the last few days, has 
been foeussed upon the beleagured 
garrison at Mafeking. 
The com- 


bined advance of the Boer forces on 
the positions held by the British 
general commanding in Natal, Sis 
George Stewart White, has already 
occasioned a sharp affair of outposts, 
which possibly has since developed 
into a pitched battle. 


The Boers, according to the latest 


information at hand, do not appear 
to have been driven back. Perhaps, 
however, their movements are only 
part of a general plan to isolate both 
Ladysmith and Glencoe from the 
south. 


The simultaneous Boer movements 


from Acton Homes, from the west 
and from Rorkes Drift and Help- 
makaar, from the east, may indi- 
cate a projected attack upon the 
railway below Colenso. 


The movement from the east also 
uggests an attack upon the railway 
t Waschbank between Ladysmith 
nd Glencoe. 
Military experts are inclined to 
lie opinion that the troops at Glen- 
oe are only a small rear guard left 
o attract the force under Common- 
ant General Joubert. while General 
White's full strength is concentrated 
t Ladysmith, with a view of attack- 
ng the Orange Free State forces 
while General Joubert is still forty 
miles away. 


Stories of the British successes in 
he Mafeking district are so persist- 
ing that in the absence of contra- 
liction from Boer sources, they may 
>e accepted as true in the main, al- 
hough the killing of 300 Bores is 
discredited. 


General Cronje's troops are regard- 


ed as the flower of the Transvaal 
forces and decisive fighting must 
occur in the western borders. 
If, 


as was intimated in last night's 
despatches, reliefs are approaching 
from Rhodesia, it will probably not 
be long delayed. 


Apart from their desire to get ia 


an initial advantage by rapturing 
Mafeking and thereby attracting too 
Dutch colonists, the object of the 
Boers in massing in Bechuanalftnd is 
due, doubtless, to the fact that this 
splendid stock country in full of cat- 
tle, and as it is not only sparsely set- 
tled, would give the Transvaal a rout* 
by which to import arms and unl- 
tions by way of Walflsch Bay, 
Damaralaud, on the west African 
coast.

RACE IS OFF.

COLUMBIA MILE IN LEAD. 


New York, Oct. 19.—Asbury Park 


at 3:40 said both yachts had caught 
quite a little breeze. From there it 
seemed that the Columbia was con- 
siderable over a mile in the lead. 


New York, Oct. 19.—There was a 


cloudless blue sky over the bay at 
7 o'clock this morning and a light, 
but steady northwest breeze was 
blowing. The Long Island and Jer- 
sey shores of the upper bay were 
slightly covered with haze, but the 
indications at that time were that 
the day would be clear and cool, 
with light to fresh north to north- 
westerly winds. 


The early morning arrivals of the 


"yachting crowd" were very few in 
number and decidedly lacking in en- 
thusiasm, in particularly those who 
straggled toward the Black Bird, 
though many good wishes were ex- 
pressed on all sides for Sir Thomas 
Llpton and his emerald yacht, the 
Shamrock. 


The Black Bird left the battery 


shortly before 8 o'clock. 
Among 


those on board were Messrs. Abner 
McKinley, Jesse Colllugs, M. P., 
James Craig, Wm. Love, Wm. Mur- 
ray, Wm. Gibson, Edward A. Sum- 
ner, E. Scott Watson, Chas. A. Melt- 
zer and Paul Watterlow, Miss Bond, 
Mrs. Ronald Sturat, Judge Littler, 
Q. C., and John Platt. 


The sea, off Sandy Hook, during 


the early part of the morning, was 
smooth, but a few white caps be- 
gan to fleck the waves as the day 
wore on, still further raising the 
hopes of those ashore and afloat who 
were anticipating a breezy race be- 
tween the rival yachts. 


CHEWS UP EARLY. 


On board the Columbia and the 


Shamrock the crews were up and do- 
ing with the sun. 


By 8 a. m. the Shamrock had been 


taken in tow by tug James A. Law- 
rence and was heading for the point 


alongside of her and passing a line, 
they started out for the lightship. 
As she left her moorings her crew 
began sett'-g her mainsail. 
The 


wind at the Highlands at this hour 
was blowing from the northwest, 
velocity about ten or twelve knots. 
To a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press, who saw Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton on board the Erin at 7:30 a. m., 
the owner of the Shamrock said the 
wind appeared to be a dying wind. 
He added that he hardly dared to 
hope there would be wind enough to 
permit of a finish race today., 


COLUMBIA GOES OUT. 


The Columbia got her mainsail set 


to the satisfaction of those on board 
in a short time and passed outside 
the Hook, still in tow of her tug, 
with the -Shamrock running, out un- 
der her own sail, about three miles 
ahead. 
When well outside the 


Shamrock seemed to get a breeze 
more from the north and there did 
not seem to be as much of it as 
there was well in shore. The green 
boat, therefore, made rather slow 
progress in running out to the light- 
ship and at 9:15 had not reached 
Scotland Light. 


The Shamrock passed out the end 


of the Hook under racing sails at 
8:50. 


The Columbia was headed well to 


the windward until her mainsail 
was fully set, which was accomp- 
lished shortly before 9 o'clock. 


New York, Oct. 19.—The two 


yachts arrived at the lightship about 
10 o'clock, the Shamrock getting 
there a few minutes ahead of the Co* 
lumbia, then running off half a mile 
to the southward.

down the bay early in the morning, 
saluted the yachts as they passed 
out to sea, while all around the 
waters hovered the usual flock of 
fishermen, skimming about in a 
lively manner under the freshening 
breeze. 


According to the rules, the yachts 


today were set down for a fifteen 
mile run or boat from Sandy Hook 
Jghtship and return, and early this 
morning the conditions indicated 
that the yachts would go before the 
wind In a southeasterly direction, 
with a beat back, total distance of 
thirty miles. 


This course would mean running 


straight out to sea, away from either 
shore, and with no chance of fluke 
winds off the Jersey or Long Island 
shores. 


The Shamrock made a run toward 


Atlantic Highlands, then, coming 
about, stood up in the main ship 
channel near the southwest spit 
Before reaching it, however, she 
gybed around and stood down again 
toward the Columbia at anchor. Her 
increased ballast seemed to make 
her stand up very well and she 
heeled little to the frequent puffs of 
Wind that came from off the shore. 


At 8:58 tfeo Shamrock, having run 


down almost to her moorings, swung 
arouftd and breaking out her stay 
•all and baby Jib topoail stood out 


around to the wind and at 10:03 be- 
gan setting her club top sail. The 
wind, which in shore was strong and 
puffy, seemed to increase near the 
lightship, so that the Columbia's top 
sail flapped and slatted quite lively 
before it was fully set in position. 


By 10 o'clock the Erin had her 


guests on board and had started out, 
while up the swash channel the ex- 
cursion fleet was also heading out 
for the start. 


The revenue cutters were early on 


hand and nearly all had reached the 
lightship soon after 10 o'clock. The 
Shamrock's club top sail appeared to 
be one of the smaller ones, while the 
Columbia's was also rather under the 
size which she has set in days when 
the wind was light, indicating that 
>oth boats anticipated more wind 
before afternoon. 


Those watching the two boats 


could not see that the Shamrock 


up on the Columbia's weather and 
both boats went over the line with 
booms to port. The Shamrock broke 
out her balloon jib as she crossed, but 
the Columbia did not set her's until 
a minute or two later. Ft<r some five 
minutes after the start the boats had 
a little luffing match which prevent- 
ed them from settling their spin- 
nakers, but the Shamrock did not 
seem to be able to get by the Colum- 
bia. 


At 11:07 the Columbia had a 


lead of about 100 yards. Both 
boats 
were sailing 
along 
with 


mainsails, club topsails and b 'loon 
jibs. 


The first two miles of the course 


were sailed in quick time, the lioats 
covering the distance in about ten 
minutes. 
The Columbia kept pul'- 


ing gradually away fron the Sham- 
rock. 


Twenty minutes after the start the 


yachts had sailed nearly four miles 
of the course and the Columbia had 
still the leading position. 
The Co- 


lumbia appeared to gain slightly on 
the Shamrock, but did not increase 
her lead materially. 
The boats ran 


along with balloon jibs set and hnd 
a short luffing match instead of keep- 
ing directly before the wind.

kenny and East Clare, Messrs. Pat- 
rick O'Brien and William Redmond, 
Parnellites, advocating the cause of 
the Boers, attempting to seduce Brit- 
ish soldiers, and inciting them ac- 
tively to assist the enemies of the 
queen and what action, if any the 
government proposed to take in the 
matter. 


Mr. Redmond rose quickly and said 


that, before the first lord of the treas- 
ury replied, he desired to ask him 
whether it were not a fact that he 
(M. Redmond) in suggesting a mes- 
sage of sympathy to President Kru- 
ger, had only followed the precedent 
set by her majesty's grandson, the 
German emperor. 
(Loud laughter). 


Mr. Balfour replied as follows: "I 


was not aware that the honorable 
member for East Clare framed him- 
self upon such an august model. 
(Laughter). I may point out, among 
the differences between himself and 
the emperor of Germany, that his im- 
perial majesty is not a Britisher nor 
a member of this house. I have rea- 
son to doubt the accuracy of the 
statements contained in the question. 
So far as my memory serves, support 
of a similar character has invariably 
been offered by the same quarters 
to those engaged in hostilities with 
iier majesty's government quite irre- 
spective of race, creed or theatre of 
hostilities. 
I have no ground for 


thinking that such a report was ever 
regarded as important by those to 
whom it was proffered; and I advise 
the house to take the same view 
now." (Peals of laughter). 


Mr. Chamberlain, who was loudly 


cheered on rising, began with a se- 
vere criticism of the action of the op- 
position at the previous meeting of 
parliament. The statement, he said, 
was calculated to encourage Presi- 
dent Kruger's resistance and to em- 
barrass the government in "most 
difficult and most critical functions." 
Referring to Mr. Stanhope's demand

BOERS HAVE A BIG FORCE MASSED, 


New York, Oct. 19.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from London says: 


The latest intelligence from tha 


seat of war indicates that fighting' 
of a serious nature commences in Na- 
tal. Details are very scanty at pies- 
ent, but hostilities were evidently 
started by the Free State troops, whc 
advanced fiom Tintwa Pass and en- 
gaged the British patrols in a long- 
range artillery duel. Firing contin- 
ued for the greater part of yester- 
day, it is not known with what re- 
sult, although it is admitted that 
there are several casualties on th* 
British side. Sir George White has 
pushed up his supports and every- 
thing points to a big engagement to- 
day. 
Ladysmith has fully 3,000 


troops, and at Glencoe, on the other 
flank of the British defensive line, 
there are 4,000. 


The very risky and daring move- 


ment of the Boers is directed toward 
enveloping this line, two columns 
advancing against Ladysmith, Gen- 
eral Jourbert directing the forces in 
the neighborhood of Dundee. 


Should the attack be delivered si- 


multaneously at both places it will 
prove the Boers to have carried out 
plans 
of considerable complexity 


with a precision which might excite 
the envy of any soldiers in the world. 


Should they succeed at the same 


from Bloemfontien, capital of the 
Orange Free State, President Kru- 
ger telegraphed an account to Piesi- 
dent Steyn of the affair at Kraaipan, 
where the Boers derailed and bom- 
barded the British armored train, 
capturing Captain Nesbit and party. 
Mr. Kruger said that Nesbit and 
seven men were seriously wounded, 
that no one was killed, and that all 
the prisoners were well. 


According to the same advices, a 


Dutch farmer living in one of the 
border towns has received a letter 
from a friend in the Transvaal re- 
ferring to the Mafeking affair as 
"bad business."

Perhaps, 
however, their movements are only 
part of a general plan to isolate both 
Ladysmith and Glencoe from the 
south. 


The simultaneous Boer movements 


from Acton Homes, from the west 
and from Rorkes Drift and Help- 
makaar, from the east, may indi- 
cate a projected attack upon the 
railway below Colenso. 


The movement from the east also 
uggests an attack upon the railway 
t Waschbank between Ladysmith 
nd Glencoe. 
Military experts are inclined to 
lie opinion that the troops at Glen- 
oe are only a small rear guard left 
o attract the force under Common- 
ant General Joubert. while General 
White's full strength is concentrated 
t Ladysmith, with a view of attack- 
ng the Orange Free State forces 
while General Joubert is still forty 
miles away.

discredited.

despatches, reliefs are approaching 
from Rhodesia, it will probably not 
be long delayed.

Briefly, he proposes to abolish the 


present office of constable as it is 
now constituted. 
Each township 


will have a stipulated number of 
peace officers, based upon popula- 
tion, who shall be paid specific sal- 
aries. 
These peace officers will do 


the work of the constables in the 
civil courts as at present, and will 
also thoroughly police their town- 
ships, repressing lawless outbreaks 
and arresting offenders against the 
statutes. The salaries shall be large 
enough to attract men of high char- 
acter, who will give the best of ser- 
vice and who shall be chosen by the 
township advisory boards, and there 
shall be no more changes in office 
than is absolutely necessary for the 
good of the various communities. 
Tees in all civil and criminal cases 
shall ^remain as at present, being 
covered into the township treasuries, 
from which the salaries of the new 
police shall be paid. The officer in 
each township is to be required to 
keep a horse and to visit regularly 
all parts of his bailiwick.

Reichers, principal of the Roberts- 
dale school, a division of the Ham- 
mond city schools, recently whipped 
a pupil of the name of Arthur Whit- 
ney for alleged unruliness. Shortly 
thereafter the boy was taken ill and 
yesterday died. A post mortem ex- 
amination disclosed injuries to the 
spinal cord, which the physicians 
claim were the cause of death and 
which are claimed to be due to the 
whipping. 


Reichers 
was arrested 
upon a 


charge of assault and held 
under 


$500 bonds, which were furnished 
by Superintendent Belman of the 
city schools, who, it is said, ap- 
proves of the teacher's methods and 
actions. The board of education has 
decided to stand by Reichers in the 
defense and will attempt to prove 
conclusively that he did no bodily 
injury to the child. 


Professor Reichers is a graduate 


of the Indiana Normal school, a suc- 
cessful teacher and a resident of 
Crown Point. 


Deputy Prosecutor Oreenwald has 


prepared papers for the arrest of 
Reichers on a charge of manslaught- 
er and will withdraw the complaint 
as to assault. The hearing will be 
before Judge Jones, of Whiting. 
The affair has created no end of dis- 
cussion as to the rights of the teach- 
er in the matter of corporal punish- 
ment. 


RURAL DELIVERY. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 19.—E. H. 


Hathaway, state inspector of rural 
free mail delivery, left for Washing- 
ton yesterday afternoon, in response 
to an order from the post office *>u- 
thorities. He will be transfeiied to 
the rural mail work in the eastern 
division, where some special tasks 
will be assigned to him. 
It is not 


known whether the change is to be 
permanent. 
S. B. Rathbone will take 


charge of the Indiana work, at least 
temporarily. 
Since Mr. Hathaway 


came to Indiana he has established 
nearly twenty-five new mail routes 
in various parts of the state, and has 
inspected and reorganized many oth- 
ers. 
He says that everywhere the 


people who are receiving mail by the 
newer method are enthusiastic over 
it, and are doing what they can to 
promote the interests of the routes. 
It is shown, Mr. Hathaway says, 
that it costs about half as much to 
deliver a letter ten miles in the coun- 
try as it used to cost to take one from 
a post office to its destination in a 
city. He says the rural mail routes 
in this state have increased the mail 
business in the districts where they 
are operated about 75 per cent. On> 
of the most important effects of the 
service has been to increase the in- 
terest in building new roads and re- 
pairing old ones, that the routes may 
be move successfully operated. Mr. 
Hathaway says that this alone has 
caused two hundred miles of new 
roads to be constructed in the state.

The petty 
tiialsand annoyances of my clerical life 
are not worth mentioning as sorrows or 
suffering. Compared with Paul or any 
of the Christian martyrs or early disci- 
ples. I have lived a luxurious, sinful 
life, full of ease and pleasure. I cannot 
endure this any longer. I have that 
within me which of late rises in over- 
whelming condemnation of such a fol- 
lowing of Jesus.

vast tumult of this vast torrent of hu- 
manity with its false and its true ideas, 
its exaggeration of evils in the church 
and its bitterness and shame that are 
the result ot many complex causes — all 
this as a total fact, in its contrast With 
the easy, comfortable life I have lived, 
fills me more and more with a sense of 
mingled terror and self accusation. I 
have heard the words of Jesus many 
times lately, 'Inasmuch as ye did it not 
unto one of these least, my brethren, 
ye did it not to me. ' And when have I 
personally visited the prisoner or the 
desperate or the sinful in any way that 
has actually caused me 
suffering? 


Rather I have followed the conven- 
tional, soft habits of my position and 
have lived In the society of the rich, 
refined, aristocratic members of my con- 
gregations. Where has the suffering 
come in? What have I suffered for 
Jesus' sake? Do you know, Calvin''"— 
the bishop turned abruptly toward h s 
friend — "I have been tempted of late 
to lash myself with a scourge. If I hnd 
lived in Martin Luther's time, I would 
have bared my back to a self inflicted 
torture, ' ' 


Dr. Bruce was very pale. Never had 


he seen the bishop or heard him when 
under the influence of such a passion. 
There was a sudden silence in the room. 
The bishop had sat down again and 
bowed his head. Dr. Bruce spoke at last • 


"Edward, I do not need to say that 


you have expressed my feelings also. I 
have been in a similar position for 
years. My life has been one of compar- 
ative luxury. I do not, of course, mean 
to say that I have not hard trials and 
discouragements and burdens in my 
church ministry, but I cannot say that 
I have suffered any for Jocus.

Least of all in the step I am 
about to take, do I desire to tte charged 
with abandoning the Christian fellow- 
ship. but I feel I insst resign my place 
as pastor of Nazareth Avenue chnrch 
in order to satisfy myiwlf that I am 
walking as I ought to walk in his ttepe. 
In this action 1 judge no otber minis- 
ters and pun DO criticism on others' 
disciptnhip, but I feel ,jrt you do, Into

must come personally, and I know that 
to do that I mnst sever my immediate 
connection with 
Nazareth Avenue 


church. I do not BOO any other way for 
myself to snffer for ma sake as I feel 
that 1 ought to snffer." 


Again that sudden silence fell over 


these two men. It was no ordinary ac- 
tion they were deciding. They had both 
reached the same conclusion by the 
same reasoning, and they were too 
thought!al, too well accustomed to the 
measuring of conduct, to underestimate 
the seriousness of their position. 


"What is your plan?" The bishop at 


last spoke gently, looking up with his 
eniile that always beautified his face. 
Tin; bishop's face grew in glory now 
every day. 


"My plan," replied Dr. Bruce slowly, 


"is. in brief, the putting of myself into 
the center of the greatest human need 
I can find in this city and living there. 
My wife is fully in accord with me. 
We have already decided to find a resi- 
dence in that part of the city where we 
can make our personal lives count for 
the most." 


"Let me suggest a place." The bishop 


was on fire now. His fine face actually 
glowed with the enthusiasm of the 
movement in which he and his friend 
were inevitably embarked. He went on 
aud unfolded a plaii of such farreaching 
power and possibility that Dr. Bruce, 
capable aud experienced as he was, felt 
nmnzed at the vision of a greater soul 
than his own. 


They sat np late and were as eager 


and even glad as if they were planning 
for a trip together to some rare land of 
unexplored travel. Indeed the bishop 
said many times afterward that the 
inomrnt his decision was reached to live 
the life of personal sacrifice he had 
chowu he suddenly felt an uplifting, as 
if a great burden was taken from him. 
He was exultant. So was Dr. Bruce 
from the same cause. 


Their plan as it finally grew into a 


workable fact was in reality nothing

It is 
as old us Bethlehem and Nazareth, and 
in this particular case it was the near- 
est approach to anything that would 
satisfy the hunger of these two men to 
suffer for Christ. There had sprung up 
in them at the same time a longing that 
amounted to a passion to get nearer the 
great physical poverty and spiritual 
destitution of the mighty city that 
throbbed around them. How could they 
do this except as they became a part 
of it, as nearly as one man can become 
a part of another's misery ? Where was 
the suffering to come in unless there 
was an actual self denial of gome sort? 
And what was to make that self denial 
apparent to themselves or any one else 
unless it took this concrete, actual, per- 
sonal form of trying to share the deep- 
est suffering and sin of the city ? 


So they reasoned for themselves, not 


judging others. They were simply keep- 
ing their own pledge to do as Jesus 
would do, as they honestly judged he 
would do. That was what they had 
promised. Kow could they quarrel with 
the result ? They were irresistibly com- 
pelled to do what they were planning 
to do. 


The bishop had money of his own. 


Every one in Chicago knew that the 
bishop had a. handsome fortune. Dr. 
Bruce had acquired and saved by liter- 
ary work carried on in connection with 
his parish duties more than a comforta- 
ble competence. This money, a large 
part of it, the two friends agreed to put 
at once into the work, most of it into 
the furnishing of a settlement house. 


Meanwhile Nazareth Avenue church 


was experiencing something never 
known before in all its history. The 
simple appeal on the jpart of its pastor 
to his members to do as Jestts would do 
had created a sensation that still con-' 
tinned. The result of that appeal was 
very mnch the same as in Henry Max- 
well's church in K«ymond, only Naza- 
reth Avenue church was fa?; more aris- 
tocratic, wealthy and conventional 
Nevertheless when one Sunday morn- 
ing in early summer Dr. Bruce came 
into his pulpit and announced his resig- 
nation the sensation deepened all over 
the «ity, although Dr. Bruce had ad- 
visectAvith his board of trustees, and the 
movement he intended was not a mat- 
ter of surprise to them 


But when it became publicly known 


that the bishop also had announced his 
retirement from the position he had 
held so long in order to go and live 
himself in the center of the worst part 
of Chicago the public astonishment 
reached its height. 


"But why," the bishop replied to 


one valued friend who had almost with 
tears tried to dissuade him from his 
purpose—"why should what Dr. Bruce 
and I propose to do seem so remarkable 
a thing, as if it were unheard of that 
a doctor of divinity and a bishop 
should want to save souls in this par- 
ticular manner.

YACHTS BECALMED. 


Race Started Under Favorable Au 


spices and a Fine Day's Sport 


Was the Promise. 


THE COLUMBIA LEO FROM THE START, 


New York, Oct. 19.—At 4:15 p. m. 


the. Western Union caMe boat said 
tb,« Columbia would Lave to cover 
five and a half miles in sixteen min- 
utes in order to make a race. The 
breeze then was only four miles an 
hour. 


RACE IS OFF. 


New York, Oct. 19.—A dispatch, 


boat of the Associated Press at 4:23, 
is making for the cable ship flying 
tbe signal that the race was de- 
clared off. 


COLUMBIA MILE IN LEAD. 


New York, Oct. 19.—Asbury Park 


at 3:40 said both yachts had caught 
quite a little breeze. From there it 
seemed that the Columbia was con- 
siderable over a mile in the lead. 


New York, Oct. 19.—There was a 


cloudless blue sky over the bay at 
7 o'clock this morning and a light, 
but Btendy northwest breeze was 
blowing-. The Long Island and Jer- 
sey shores of the upper bay were 
•lightly covered with haze, but the 
indications at that time were that 
the day would be clear and cool, 
with light to fresh north to north- 
westerly winds. 


The early morning arrivals of the 


"yachting crowd" were very few in 
number and decidedly lacking in en- 
thusiasm, in particularly those who 
straggled toward the Black Bird, 
though many good wishes were ex- 
pressed on all sides for Sir Thomas 
Llpton and his emerald yacht, the 
Shamrock. 


Th* Black Bird left the battery 


shortly before 8 o'clock. 
Among 


thoso on board were Messrs. Abner 
HcXInley, Jesse Coll lugs, 1C. P., 
Jamts Craig, Wm. Love, Wm. Mur- 
ray, Wm. Gibson, Edward A. Sum- 
ner, E.. Scott Watson, Chas. A. Melt- 
Mr and Paul Watterlow, Miss Bond, 
Mrs. Ronald Sturat, Judge Littler, 
Q. C., and John Platt. 


The sea, off Sandy Hook, during 


the early part of the morning, was 
smooth, but a few white caps be- 
gan to flsck the waves as the day 
wore on, still further raising the 
hopes of those ashore and afloat who 
were anticipating a breezy race be- 
tween the rival yachts. 


CREWS UP EABLY. 


On board the Columbia and the 


Shamrock the crews were up and do- 
ing with the sun. 


By 8 a. m. the Shamrock had been 


taken in tow by tug James A. Law- 
rence and was heading for the point 
of 
the 
Hook. 
Twenty-five 


minutes 
later 
the 
Shamrock 


had 
mainsail, 
club 
top 
sail 


and jib set and was trying her 
new top mast. The Columbia, which 
was fast to her bouy, commenced 
hoisting her mainsail. 
The Erin 


lay a little to the southward of the 
Shamrock and the tenders of the 
yachts were near at hand. 


One or two ocean liners coming 


down the bay early in the morning, 
saluted the yachts as they passed 
out to sea, while all around the 
waters hovered the usual flock of 
fishermen, 
• skimming 
about 


lively manner under the freshening 
breeze. , 


According to the rules, the yachts 


today were, set down for a fifteen 
mile run or beat from Sandy Hook 
Oightship and return, and early this 
morning the conditions indicated 
that the yachts would go before the 
wind in a southeasterly direction 
with a beat back, total distance of 
thirty miles. 


This course would mean running 


straight out to sea, away from either 
shore, and with no chance of fluke 
Winds off the Jersey or Long Island 
shores. 
. The Shamrock made a run toward 
Atlantic Highlands, then, coming 
about, stood up , In the main ship 
channel near the southwest spit 
Before reaching it, however, sh 
gybed around and stood down again 
toward the Columbia at anchor. He 
increased ballast 
seemed to mftk 


her stand up very well and sh 
heeled little to the frequent puffs o 
wind that came from off the shore 


At 8:55 the Shamrock, having ru 


down almost to her moorings, swun 
around and breaking out her sta 
sail and baby Jib topsail stood ou 
for the end of the Hook on her wa 
to th* lightship. 


At 8:45 the Columbia's tug cam 


alongside of her and passing a line, 
they started out for the lightship. 
As she left her moorings her crew 
began seW-g her mainsail.

wind at the Highlands at this hour 
was blowing 
from the northwest, 


velocity about ten or twelve knots. 
To a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press, who saw Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton on board the Erin at 7:30 a. m., 
the owner of the Shamrock said the 
wind appeared to be a. dying wind. 
He added that he hardly dared to 
hope there would be wind enough to 
permit of a finish race today.^ 


COLUMBIA GOES OUT. 


' The Columbia got her mainsail set 
to the satisfaction of those on board 
in a short time and passed outside 
the Hook, still in tow of her tug, 
with, the'Shamrock running out un- 
der her own sail, about three miles 
ahead. 
When 
well outside 
the 


'Shamrock seemed to get a breeze 
more from the north and there did 
not seem to be as much of it as 
there was well in shore. The green 
boat, therefore, 
made rather slow 


progress in running out to the light- 
ship and at 9:15 had not reached 
Scotland Light. 


The Shamrock passed out the end 


of the Hook under racing sails at 
8:50. 


The Columbia was headed well to 


the windward until her mainsail 
was fully set, which was accomp- 
lished shortly before 9 o'clock.

The 
ind, which in shore was strong and 
uffy, seemed to increase near the 
ghtshlp, so that the Columbia's top 
all flapped and slatted quite lively 
efore it was fully set in position. 
By 10 o'clock the Erin had her 
uests on board and had started out,

Shamrock ran up under the Colum 
bia's lee and tried to get to th 
weather of her, but t'he white boa 
held up past the lightship on the por 
tack and having two head sails eas 
ily outfooted the Shamrock.

About two minutes befor 
the start the Shamrock swung off 
while the Columbia came about, be 
ing somewhat to the westward of th 
Shamrock.

tho easy, comfortable lifo I havo lived, 
fills me more and more with a sense of 
mingled terror and self accusation. 
I 


have heard the words of Jesus many 
times lately, 'Inasmuch as ye did it not 
unto one of theso least, my brethren, 
yo did. it not to me.' And when have 1 
personally visited tho prisoner, or tho 
desperate or the sinful in any way that 
has actually caused 
mo 
suffering? 


Rather I havo followed tho conven- 
tional, soft habits of my position and 
havo lived in tho society of tho rich, 
refined, aristocratic members of my con- 
gregations. Whore has tho suffering 
como in? What havo I suffered for 
Jesus' sake? Do yon know, Calvin**'— 
tho bishop turned abruptly toward h,3 
friend—•"! have- been tempted of late 
to lash myself with a scourge. If I hud 
lived in Martin Luther's time, ^ would 
have bared my back to a self inflicted 
torture." 


Dr. Bruce was very pale. Never had 


ho seen tho bishop or 'heard him when 
under the influence of such ir passion. 
There was a sudden silence irithOTooin. 


o bis}iop had sat down again and 


bowed his hnad. Dr. Bruce spoke ot last: 


"Edward, I do not need to say that 


you have expressed my feelings also. I 
have been in a similar position for 
years.

Least of all. in the stop 1 am 
about to take, do I deairn to be charged 
with abandoning, the Christian-fellow- 
ship, but I feel I must- resign my place 
as pastor of Nazareth Avenue church 
In order to satisfy mysolf Hint I nm 
walking as I ought to walk in hia stops. 
In this action I judge no other miuis- 
fprs nnd puss no criticism on others' 


iploship. but I feel a a you do. Into 


a closer contact with tho sin nnd ah a mo 
and degradation of this great city 1 


must come personally, and I know that 
to do that I must sever my immediate 
connection with 
Nazareth 
Avenue 


church. I do not see any other Way for 
myself to suffer for nis sake as I fool 
that I oughfe to suffer." 


Again that sudden silence fell over 


these two men. It was no ordinary ac- 
tion they were deciding. They had both 
reached tho same conclusion by the 
eamo reasoning, and they were too 
thoughtful, too well accustomed to the 
measuring of conduct, to underestimate 
the seriousness of thoir position. 


"What is your plan?" The bishop at 


last spoke gently, looking up with hia 
eibile that always beautified bis face 
The bishop's face grew in glory now 
every day. 


"My plan," replied Dr. Brnce slowly,
